If this capital is depleted, th* 
town will fall Just as the corporation 
whose capital Is depleted through pool 
management or other causes, fails 
And Just as the cor|M>iatlon which hof 
once failed can seldom retrieve Its losi 
fortunes, the town which has failed 
cannot often “come* burk.”
